There  are  quite  a few  students  on  campus 
who  have  resaon  to  be  very,  very  proud  of 
themselves.

The  only  thing  the  Daily  Universe  can  do 
urge  the  thoughtful  segment  of  the  student- 
body  to  mull  this  over,  look  at  the  sad  state  of 
the  lawns  ,and  then  possibly  inform  those 
thoughtless  ones  by  any  means  handy,  that 
lawn-walking  isn’t  on  the  top  ten  list  of 
“Things  To  Do”  on  the  BYU  campus.

line individual  scoring  record. 
Bunte's  "feather  touch”  on  hW 
shots  earned  him  a berth  on  Col- 
lier’s All-American  second  team. 

Tebbs  was  selected  on  Un- 
ited Press'  Little  All-Ameri- 
can first  team  and  was  lead- 
ing scorer  on  the  Cougar 
Club  during  the  1955-56  cage 
campaign.  Tebbs  was  also 
selected  by  Associated  Press 
as  honorable  mention  All- 
American  with  Bunte  and 
Joe  Capua.  The  Tiny  Terrier, 
was  the  fifth  leading  scorer 
in  the  conference  this  year 
and  regarded  by  many 
coaches  and  writers  as  the 
best  floor  man  in  the  loop. 

Capua,  the  Skyline  scoring 
champ,  was  the  mainstay  of 
Coach  Ev  Shelton’s  towering 
Wyoming  club.  Although  he  was 
the  smallest  man  on  the  Poke 
team,  he  proved  to  be  the  big- 
gest offensive  threat  as  he  es- 
tablished individual  scoring  rec- 
ords for  the  conference  when  he 
hit  51  counters  against  Montana. 
He  also  broke  the  University  of 
Wyoming  scoring  record  set  by 
All-American  Milo  Komenich  in 
1944.  Capua  was  selected  by  the 
Universe  as  “Player  of  the  Year." 

Toby  Roybal,  the  southland’s 
answer  to  the  .northern  scoring 
dynasty,  came  out  of  the  service 
this  year  after  starring  for  the 
, Lobos  two  years  ago.  He  imme- 
j d iately  laid  claim  to  the  top  of

He  was  the  first  of  three  Skyline
